find themselves unable to agree that the amount is "excessive", as stated in the Notice. 
Nearly all of the textual material is either (1) labeling of blocks in block diagrams (Figs. 2, 
3C and 4, for example), (2) labeling of signals or pins of integrated circuit chips (as in 
Figs. 6 - 8, for example), (3) labeling of a step in a process shown in a flowchart (Figs. 5, 9 
and 10, for example), or (4) labeling of lines in a timing chart (Fig. 12, for example). 

Such labeling as this is normal in U.S. patent drawings in the electrical and 
software fields. Moreover, Applicants note that in their related Application No. 
09/917,715, filed on the same date as the present application and containing the identical 
drawings, no objection was entered to the drawings, either by IPED or by the Examiner. 
Accordingly, it is not seen that the textual matter in the drawings is too great to permit the 
application to be processed properly for publication. 

Accordingly, withdrawal of the objection is respectfully requested. 

Nonetheless, since the labeling in Figs.l and 55 does not fall into any of the 
categories listed above and does not appear to be necessary to an understanding of the 
drawing, new Figs. 1 and 55, omitting that labeling, are submitted herewith (2 sheets), 
together with red-marked copies of the original sheets to show the changes made.
